WASHINGTON (AP) - Am- 


bassador Henry Cabot Lodge 


• scheduled meetings with mili- 


tary and civilian officials today 
in a broad review of Viet Nam- 
problems. 


After a session with President 


Johnson and the National Secu- 
rity 
Council 
Tuesday night, 


Lodge had appointments today 
with Secretary of Agriculture 
Orville L. Freeman, South Vietr 
namese Ambassador Vu Van 
Thai and Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara. 


Thursday the U.S. envoy and 


former Republican vice presi- 
dential nominee appears before 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee headed by Sen. J.W. 
Fulbright, D-Ark., a critic of the 
administration's Viet Nam poli- 
cy. The committee session will 
not be public. 


Official secrecy shrouded the 


substance of Lodge's talks, his 
first in Washington since be 
went to Saigon last August on 
his second ambassadorial as- 
signment there. 


Johnson shut off questions 


from newsmen while addressing 
them briefly after a 1%-nour 
Security Council meeting. Call- 
ing reporters to the White House 
Cabinet room where the meet- 
ing was held, and glancing at 
his -top advisers still seated 
there, .the President concluded 
by saying he had asked "these 
wise men" to supply him with 
all their information. 


"I have it now," Johnson told 


newsmen, "and I have passed 
as much of it on to you as I 
could." 


What Johnson passed on was 


limited to a few general state- 
ments. He praised Lodge as a 
dedicated 
public servant and 


termed his visit profitable. 


The 
ambassador, 
Johnson 


said, had given a general analy- 
sis of (he economic and political 
issues in Viet Nam. He said Mc- 
Namara and Gen. Earle G. 
Wheeler, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, had reported on 
the military situation, Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk had led a 
discussion of the political situa- 
tion, and the President had re- 
viewed his Far East policies. 


Johnson told his top assistant 


on nonmilitary Vietnamese af- 
fairs, Robert Comer, to put task 
forces to work on various as- 
pecti of the situation to help the 
across-the- board review with 
Lodge. 


There was no word on Lodge's 


personal plans. Originally sent 
to Saigon by President John F. 
Kennedy in June 1963, Lodge 
resigned a year later to join Re- 
publican forces opposing Barry 
Goldwater's bid for the party's 
presidential nomination. There 
have been unconfirmed reports 
that Lodge wants to leave his 
P9st again this summer.

to "rush the foe. 


Therefore, it makes sense for 


the Communists to do all possi- 
ble to encourage Johnson's crit- 
ics bv showing as well as they 
can through anti-American feel- 
ing in Viet Nam thai the Viet- 
namese want the 
Americans 


out, too. 


In the end they could hope to 


frustrate 
America's 
over- 


whelming power not. by their 
own arms but by American pub- 
lic opinion at home. 


But it would be crediting the 


Communists with too much re- 
sourcefulness, and distorting the 
attitude in Viet Nam itself to 
suggest that all the ani-Ameri- 
can feeling here is rommunist- 
insoired. Apparently it is not. 


One thing seems certain: Th° 


more intense the anti-Ameri- 
canism heromes, the less rea- 
son the Johnson administration 
can give for staying in Viet 
Nam. 


It is possible Johnson might 


have choked off much of the 
criticism here and in Viet Nam 
if months ago he himself had 
explained his policy, instead of 
letting aides do it, and con- 
ducted a far stronger war. 


It seems too late now to spec- 


ulate on that. But last week the 
President must have suffered a 
shock.

LUNAR LANDMARK—Future astronauts someday may 
be finding their way about the moon with glistening 
aluminum spheres such as this. Actually a balloon, it 
has been designed by the Goodyear Aerospace Corp. to 
be carried to the lunar surface by unmanned spacecraft, 
then inflated automatically 'to 15-foot diameter. Reflect- 
ing the sun's rays, the spheres will serve astronauts as 
surface landmarks and landing "beacons."

WASHINGTON (AP) - If 


Americans consider the 
Viet- 


namese a little confused, with 
their anti-one another scuffling 
in the midst of war, some of the 
things going on here njust look a 
little.mixed up to the, Vietnam- 
ese,

months they've heard 


President Johnson's Viet Nam 
policy scolded in and out of Con- 
grtss, with no one more than 
Sen.'J. W. Fulbright doing the 
berating. 
this Arkansas Democrat is 


chairman of the powerful Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee and "arrogant" has become 
one of his favorite words to de- 
scHbe U.S. foreign policy; 


Through it all, Johnson has 


maintained a starchy silence, 
more or less, never tangling 
head-on with Fulbright although 
this week at a White House re- 
ception he tried to be humorous 
indirectly. 


He did it not with a speech but 


with a note which, he said, his 
cook wrote. Fulbright and his 
wife were there and Johnson 
told Fulbright: 


If there's any arrogance of 


power in the White House it's in 
the kitchen. He pulled a pen- 
ciled note out of his pocket, the 
one he said was written by his 
cook, Zephyr Wright. 


The cook told her boss, John- 


son, that she was going to be his 
boss for a while and ordered 
him to take off weight by eating 
the food she put in front of him. 


This didn't discourage Ful- 


bright, as he proved Thursday 
night in another attack. But, 
meanwhile, Johnson 
suddenly 


found 
a 
sturdy 
supporter 


against 
Fulbright 
in 
Barry 


Goldwater, whom Johnson de- 
feated for the presidency 
in 


1964. 


Goldwater in a very blunt 


speech Thursday demanded that 
Kulbright resign as his commit- 
tee's chairman. No American, 
Goldwater said, has the right to 
call the United States "immor- 
,ai, imperialistic and arrogant." 


This was turning the tables on 


Fulbright who, after the Repub- 
licans won control of Congress 
in the 1946 elections, suggested 
President Harry'S. Truman fol- 
low the British parliamentary 
system and resign so a Republi- 
can could take over. 


Truman ignored Fulbrieht's 


advice then, just a s Fulbright's 
most surely will ignore Gold- 
water's now. 


But, 
having tried to massacre 


Fulbright, Goldwater then tried 
to take the skin off Johnson 
from a dozen different direc- 
tions which ranged from criti- 
cizing his handling of the Viet- 
namese war to criticizing his 
handling of problems at home. 


Paying 
no attention to the 


take-charge cook in the White 
House or to Goldwater, either, 
Fulbright was at it again Thurs- 
day night in a 19-page speech in 
which he said the Vietnamese 
capital of Saigon has become an 
American brothel. 


He said it was the result of 


the "fatal impact" of the "rich 
and the strong on the poor and 
the weak." 


Doubting the 
ability- of 
a 


strong nation to create stability 
i n a small and chaotic Asian 
one, 
Fulbright resorted to a 


Chinese proverb to make his 
point: "In shallow waters drag- 
ons become the sport of the 
shrimps." 


Then he outlined a .policy of 


conciliation toward Red China 
but never got around to explain- 
ing what should be done if the 
Chinese ignore such efforts and 
insist on a Communist world.

Theory Age 
by Those Not 
in Charge

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 


has become a golden age for 
theories — by people who don't 
have to carry them out — o n 
how President Johnson should 
handle foreign 
affairs better. 


The critics have never got off 
his back. 


Two of the most prominent of 


them 
— historian Arthur M. 


Schlesinger Jr., and Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright. D-Ark.. - had their 
say recently. As usual, they not 
only wound up being vague but 
didn't see eye to eye, either. 


Schlesinger made one of the 


harshest 
attacks on Johnson 


that anyone has attempted. In 
effect, he said Johnson lacked 
leadership in foreign affairs. He 
had worked with President John 
F. Kennedy and, briefly, with 
Johnson. 


He called Johnson "gullible" 


for "passively" accepting the 
judgment of the State and De- 
fense departments. On CBS's 
television program "Face the 
Nation" Schlesinger was asked 
what else Johnson could do 
since he can't go to Viet Nam. 


Schlesinger 
said "we have 


elected a president because we 
think his judgment is better. 
President Johnson's trouble is 
lack of self-confidence that he 
does not appear to have." 


He said some members of the 


American intellectual communi- 
ty do not so much question 
Johnson's "purposes but fear 
that he is not in personal control 
of his government as presidents 
like Kennedy and 
Roosevelt 


were." 


This was all vague. Schlesing- 


er was just as obscure when, 
trying to say something pleas- 
ant about Johnson, he said he 
thinks Johnson's "instincts ... 
goals . . . and objectives in Viet 
Nam are right." 


Right now? He didn't say. Nor 


did he say how Johnson' sgoals 
and objectives differ from those 
f the State and Defense depart- 
ments. He got specific on just 
about one point. 


That was Johnson's trip last 


February to Honolulu to meet 
Suth 
Viet 
Nam's 
Premier 


Nguyen Cao Ky. Schlesinger 
was critical here, too, saying 
Johnson had let the State De- 
partment convince him Ky was 
popular in Viet Nam. But on 
what could Johnson base his 
judgment if he couldn't depend 
on Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara? 


Later, on ABC's 
television- 


radio program "Issues and An- 
swers," Rusk was asked about 
the Schlesinger criticism but 
brushed it off, saying, in short, 
the historian was shooting his 
mouth off without being in- 
formed. 
He said 
"we 
have 


facts," 


"Mr. Schlesinger," Rusk said, 


"is not an expert on Asia. He 
took a very small role in Asian 
questions when he was in the 
government. I worked on Asia 
for 25 years and I don't think 
I'm going to ge Unto a discus- 
sion with Mr. Schlesinger on 
Asia."
